A man who was 
passing by, Simon, a Cyrenian, 
w as compelled to carry the cross. 
They offered J e s u s a drink of 
wine "mingled with myrrh" which 
would have partially numbed the 
pain, but He refused it. 
Two thieves were executed with 
Christ. The execution took place 
at nine o’clock in the morning, 
"the third hour,” and darkness 
settled over that part of P ales­ 
tine, and at three in the after­ 
noon, when Christ expired, the 
great veil in the tem ple at Jerusa­ 
lem, which hung between the holy 
place and the Holy of Holies, was 


He boldly 
went to Pilate and asked that he 
be allowed to take His body and 
bury it in his own sepulchre. 
Pilate asked if Jesus had been 
dead for some time, and when he 
was told that this w as the case, 
he gave his consent.

defence is General MacArthur. 
Hence it would follow that any 
attack on it would be an attack 
on the Allied military adminis­ 
tration. and as such, a matter 
of immediate concern to t h i s 
country as much as to the Unit­ 
ed States. Yet Great Britain as 
committed herself to the 
posi­ 
tion that she is not primarily 
concerned with a Communist at­ 
tack upon F o rm o sa !” 
Both Communist and National­ 
ist China reject the British po­ 
sition. Both regard Formosa as 
Chinese territory. 
The official 
American view is that Formosa 
is Chinese territory. The British 
were premature in their recog­ 
nition of Soviet China and thpt 
got them all tangled up in diffi­ 
culties.
